2. Application. — These rules _h.il l apply to the posts .specified In column 1 of 
the Schedule hereto annexed 

9. Number, classification and scales of pay. — The number of the said poets, their 
classification and the scales of pu\ .utpehed thereto, shall be as specified In cciumns 
8 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

1 . MeAbod of recruitment, age limit and other (nullification*. — The method of 
reeruitmont to the .said posts age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shell be specified in columns 5 to 12 of the said Schedule:

(b) no woman whose marriage i~ void by reason ol the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such mainage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time nf such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
any of the said posts' 

Provided that the Central (Inver mrenl may. if satisfied, that there are special 
ground' for so ordering exempt any person from the operation, of this rule. 
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
